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(57) Abstract: A modular platform assembly 
for providing at least one breadboard surface 
level above a table includes a rectangular 
breadboard plate having holes therein, a 
pillar member for supporting each comer of 
the rectangular breadboard plate, and a base 
member for supporting each pillar member on 
a table top. By using multiple breadboard plates 
and multiple pillars, a first surface level of 
varying horizontal dimensions can be provided, 
as well as multiple vertically- spaced levels. 
The invention enables the creation of enlarged 
three-dimensional work surfaces above a table 
top, thus enhancing utilization of space in a 
small area.
